This time planners 
may pay attention 


For the special attention of the Prince 
Edward County Planning Board we 
provide this information...The CORTS 
(Canada-Ontario Rideau, Trent-Severn) 
Advisory Committee has scheduled a 
series of public meeting dates for this 
summer, to hear what the public has to 
say on the development of the Rideau, 
Trent-Severn corridor. 


Thursday, August 23, is the date set for 
the meeting in Bath, at St. John’s 
Memorial Hall. 


We're giving the Planning Board this 
long a notice because it took the board 
three years to really pay attention to the 
CORTS plans. 


Back in 1975, an agreement for 
recreation and conservation was signed 
by the Federal and Ontario 
governments, indicating general 
acceptance of certain recommend- 
ations for recreational and 
conservationist development of the 
CORTS corridor 


During the next three years, CORTS 
was well publicized and every 
opportunity was given for the general 
public to provide in-put to the project. 


But it wasn’t until last March (1979) 
that the Prince Edward County Planning 
Board began to get concerned and, ata 
meeting on March 5, complained that 
they hadn't received reports until late 
1978....this despite the fact thata CORTS 
official stated, ‘We have had dialogue 
for the past three years and reports of 
the meetings were sent to wardens and 
reeves.’ 


Deseronto gets 
$40,000 grant 


Deseronto has been granted $40,000 
under the Ontario Home Renewal 
Program. 


‘We asked for the full amount of 
$60,000 for which we qualified,’ Carman 
Milligan, town clerk treasurer, said. 
‘We're hoping to get the rest of it later.’ 


Last year the town did get the full 
amount requested, in two installments. 

Since the town first applied for the 
grants, 50 applications for assistance in 
up-dating properties have been 
received. 

‘Last year, we ended at application 
number 27,’ Mr. Milligan said. ‘So there 
are still 23 to go.’

Flutes have been making beautiful 
music to enchant the world for many 
centuries, The passage quoted above 
comes from Shakespear's Anthony and 
Cleopatra 


Back in the Baroque period of the late 
1600's and the early 1700's, flutes wee 
very popular. In today’s jangled world of 
‘music’ assaulting our ear drums via tape 
and air waves, flutes are far 
outnumbered by the other, noisier 
instruments 


But that doesn t mean no one Is playing 
a flute any more. 

And the people who are, are willing to 
pay thousands of dollars to get the 
hand-made instrument they want. 


A young man from Hillier, in Prince 
Edward County, John Lunn, is starting a 
new job in Boston, Mass., next month, 
making silver flutes for the Vern Q. 
Powell company which turns out about 
300 to 350 hand-made flutes a year ata 
cost of $2,400 each...or more. 


“You can get more for a second-hand 
flute than a new one,’ John explained, 
‘because there's a waiting period of four 
years for a new hand-made flute.’ 


So the demand is definitely there and 
the flute is still a very popular 
instrument. 


There are, of course, cheaper flutes...as 
low as $100, but they are not hand made 
of gold or silver as the Powell flutes are. 
John first got interested in flutes 
because ‘big brother’ Alec played one. 


The first wind instrument John tackled 
was the recorder, taught by Bruce 
Waywell ateacher at Wellington School. 
John was 11 at the time and the family 
had just moved to Hillier from Toronto. 


‘My mother tricked me into taking 
lessons,’ he said. ‘She promised me atrip 
to Toronto if I’d take them.’ 


‘Thanks for all the nice songs you've taugh 


For his secondary school education, he 
went to Bayside, because at that time 
there was no music at the Prince Edward 
High School. He learned to play the 
clarinet and then the flute 


When he finished high school, he went 
to Toronto and got a job as a bus boy ‘I 
was going to be a flute player,’ he said 


Alec had taken flute lessons for some 
months from Mara Goosman, whose 
husband, Jack is famous internationally 
as a flute player. Alec introduced John 
to the Goosmans and, when John lost his 
job , it was arranged that he would 
work with Mr. Goosman and learn the 
art of making silver flutes. 


It was something like an apprentice 
program. He was with Jack Goosman for 
three years and has a John Brown 
diploma as a flute maker's helper. 


In addition to the diploma, he has his 
own flute, which he made.,...‘That’s my 
credential as a silversmith,’ he said. 


During his years in Toronto, he 
imes tried his hand as a street 
an. Once he was arrested and 
convicted for loitering...‘It’s not illegal 
to play on the streets,’ he said,‘but it is 
on private property, like subway stations 
or store doorways. Late at night on 
Yonge Street is a good time to do it.’ 


‘The vast majority of people don't 
respond at all or they may yell at you to 
‘get a job, you bum’. 


While working tor Mr. Goosman, he 
met many famous flute players, 
including Moe Kaufman of Toronto; 
Michel Debost of France, and James 
Galway from Ireland 


James Galway has two gold flutes. He is 
an international star who arranges 
famous classical music for the flute and 
orchestra...and popularizes it.

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Gas lamps, candles 
used to cause fires 


By TERRY SPRAGUE 


A company which first opened it: 
office in a room at Picton’s Royal Hote 
in October of 1874, celebrated the 
opening of new facilities in a ribbor 
cutting ceremony Saturday afternoon 
The Bay of Quinte Agricultural Mutua! 
Fire Insurance Company started out in 
its humble beginning with 115 policies. 


As the company expanded there were 
several moves to larger facilities in the 
town of Picton, and by 1924, there were 
1,850 policy holders. 


In going back over the years, 
secretary-manager, Aleck Stickle, 


recalled that some of the fire insurance 


claims resulted from candles, gas lamps, 
chimneys, overheted stovepipes and 
marshes. He said every spring someone 
would decide to burn the local marsh 
and invariably some _ building or 
property would be damaged in the 
process. 


In 1937, recalled Mr. Stickle, the first 
adding machine and typewriter were 
obtained, and these two items are stillin 
working condition and on display at the 
new facilities, now located directly 
across the highway from their former 
location, some distance west of the 
town. 


The former location was purchased in 
1962, the lot costing $1,800. Some 
controversy resulted when the move 
was made as it was felt there would be a 
loss of business once the company 
moved out of Picton. But the company 
continued to grow and by 1968 there 
were 3,700 policy holders, seven agents 
and two stff members. 


Allan Ketcheson,one of the nine 
zone directors, in commenting on their 
former location across the highway said, 
‘When the building was constructed it 
was built in such a fashion so if the 
facilities weren’t satisfactory, we could 
sell it for a house. 


‘As far as I'm concerned, it was 
unsatisfactory even for a house,’ Mr. 
Ketcheson quipped. 


The facility is now occupied by a 
chartered accountant. 


Today there are 5,300 policy holders 
and eight staff members. Also p resent 
at the official opening of the new 
building were the nine zone directors, 
Don Kotchapaw, Don Martin, Percy 
Reid, Bill Langstaff, Malcolm 
Wallbridge, Alan Ketcheson, Richard 
Foster, Henry Leavens and Neil Parks. 


Picton Mayor Donald King, in 
congratulating the company on its new 
facilities, said the new headquarters was 
‘something to be proud of, and certainly

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EDITORIAL 


‘Before the emergence of trade 
unions, the bargaining between 
employer and employee was on aoneto 
one basis. This so-called freedom of 
contract suited the 19th century 
philosophy of laissez-faire but it usually 
meant take the job on the employer's 
terms or starve.’ 


That’s a quote from remarks made by 
James Taylor, MPP for Prince 
Edward/Lennox, at a joint meeting of 
the Wellington and Hillier Progressive 
Conservative Association on May 17. 


Mr. Taylor sent us a complete copy of 
the speech he made on that occasion 
There was a notation on the first page 
that the speech was prepared in support 
of a resolution tabled by him in the 
Legislative Assembly calling for 
legislation prohibiting strikes in 
essential public services. 


But the speech was never given in the 
Legislature. Instead he withdrew his 
resolution and walked out of the 
Legislature...giving the Wellington, 
Hillier PC Association the benefit of his 
remarks, rather than his fellow members 
of Parliament. 


We are not going to publish his remarks 
in full..there are eight pages of 
them...but the gist of it is that while we 
did have a ‘take the job on the 
employer's terms or starve’ situation at 
one time, we have reached a stage in 
labour-management relations where, to 
quote Mr. Taylor, ‘surely the public, 
and those who serve the public can 
settle their differences free from 
psychological straight-jackets 
conceived in an era when employees 
considered their employers enemies 
rather than allies.” 


Maybe labour-management relations 
have reached a sophisticated 20th 
century level in some areas in Ontario, 
but not in Mr. Taylor's own riding. As 
far as far m labour is concerned right 
here we're back in the [9th century. 


There is no minimum wage tor tarm 
workers who plant and look after the 
crops so people who can find no other 
work do have to work, as Mr. Taylor put 
it, ‘on the employer's terms or starve’

The flute is relatively new in pop 
music,’ John said, ‘There are very few 
jazz tlute players 


The most important part in making 4 
flute, he says, is setting the holes in exact 
formation and the taper (mouthpiece) 
in the head part. The tone is tested on 
the finished product 


In addition to making the instruments, 


the flute maker makes his own 
tools...forms, cups etc. John. knows how 
to do this too and already has made 
some for himself. 


Diploma and tlute in hand, John started 
looking for a new job. He wrote to two 
companies in England and five in the 
United States. Only two of those to 
which he applied in the states made 
hand-made flutes. The other three 
produce thousands of flutes a year but 
not the hand-made quality 


He was ab le to get an American 
passport allowing him to work in Boston 
because his mother, Janet, had been 
born in the States and lived there for the 
length of time required to give her 
children dual citizenship 

He's looking forward to his new job. 
He'll be working on silver flutes but'lf 
they thin k my work is good enough, 
they may commission me to make a gold 
one,’ he said 
Does he still play the flute in his leisure 
time, after working with them all day? 
‘| gave up the idea of being flute player 
long ago,’ he said. ‘It’s the piano which 
interests me now.’

Council passes $5,000 cost with no debate 
but has long discussion over $600 proposal 


What does Deseronto council think of 
as ‘an insignificant cost to the town’s 
taxpayers’...$600 for a consultant to help 
steer a new subdivision through the 
pitfalls of inception...or $5,000 for a part- 
time police secretary? 


Clarence Zieman, chairman of the 
police and fire committee, handed the 
Scanner a press release after Monday 
night's council meting, explaining why 
Debbie Vanalstyne had been hired ona 
part time basis, 25 hours a week at $4 an 
hour, plus benefits, without advertising 
the job. One of the reasons he gave for 
not advertising the job was that ‘the 
position in terms of cost to the taxpayer 
was insignificant’ 


Four dollars an hour for a 25-hour 
week works out to over $5,000 a year and 
it is doubtful whether most taxpayers in 
town would consider this an 
insignificant sum

Miss VanAlstyne has been doing the 
secretarial work at the local police 
station for the past 13 weeks, under the 
Ontario Career Action Program, at no 
cost for the town, in an experiment to 
see whether a secretary in the office 
would be of more advantage to the 
force than the addition of a fourth man. 


There was no discussion at Monday 
night's meeting of council of her new 
appointment...just the reports of the 
‘fait accompli’. 


On the other hand, co uncillors did 
spent a considerable amount of time at 
Monday night’s open meeting, 
discussing whether or not to spend $600 
to avail themselves of the services of an 
engineering and consulting firm to assist 
with the details involved in passing 
standards by-law for subdivision and 
acting as liaison to steer the project 
through planning and other problems. 


Robert McEwen, of Robert G. 
McEwen and Associates Ltd., was at the 
council meeting to provide more details 
on his firm’s services. 


‘We provide you with an engineering 
service you wouldn't get without your 
own town engineer,’ Mr. McEwen said. 
He pointed out tht he could see in the 
agreement areas already proposed by 
council that there were areas of liability. 


‘lremember being on that committee 
that drew up the agreement,’ 
Councillor Roger Cole said. ‘We 
thought it was good.” 

‘Are you prepared to modify our sub- 
division agreement,’ Deputy Reeve D. 
Martin asked. And Mr. McEwen replied, 
‘| advise, you decide’.

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Why cut driver ed support when 
drivers blamed for accident rise? 


The sharp increase in fatal accidents 
on Ontario's highways, during the first 
part of this year, has raised a lot of 
questions at Queen’s Park and Hon. 
James Snow, Minister of Transportation 
and Communications, has been 
scrambling to come up with some 
answers. 


One of the reasons that’s been put 
forward, is that it is the actions of drivers 
that are the major cause of the increase 
in accidents. 


It seems strange, then, that the same 
Ontario Government, through _ its 
Ministry of Education, has dropped 
driver education courses in the 
secondary schools way down in the list 
of priorities. 


But that’s what has happened. 


‘There's beenadr asticcutin funding 
of driver education, starting next 
September,’ said E£. Tuman, assistant 
superintendent of business for the 
Hastings County School Board. 


Driver education in the secondary 
schools is a two-pronged program...in- 
class instruction concentrating on safe 
and defensive driving practices, and in- 
car instruction in handling the vehicle 
on the r 


In the past, grants have been available 
from the Ontario Government for both 
in-class and in-car instruction. 


But, starting next September, the 
Province will not be helping to fund the 


in-car portion of the course. 


In response to questions from the 
Hastings Board of Education, the 
Ministry of Education indicated that it 
had always been its intention to 
recognize in-class hours only. 


In previous years, the driver 
education course in Hastings schools 
has been self-supporting. 


In 1978, the cost was estimated at 
about $110 per pupil. Some $70 of this 
came from the Ontario Government 
and each student paid $40. There was no 
cost to the local taxpayer and the $40 
spent by pupils was usually more than 
offset by the lower insurance rates given 
to graduates of the course. 


‘ Under the new grant structure..which 
is rather complicated...the government 
part of the support will only amount to 
about $15 per pupil. Costs of the course 
are expected to be up a bit next year ... 

from $110 per pupil to $125. So, to keep 
the program self-supporting, each pupil 
would have to pay a fee of $125 minus 
the $15 from the government, for a total 
of $110, compared with the $40 paid last 
year. 


‘Under the previous method of 
funding, 650 students would have 
generated a grant in the amount of 
$44,370,’ Director of Education 
B.W.Mather re ported to the Hastings 
Board at its Monday night meeting. ‘This 
year, the grant for 650 students would be 
only $9,372’. 


Author tells children story of how a book is made 


Jeanne Scargall, author, librarian and 
television personality, took time from 
her busy schedule to come to Prince 
Edward County last Thursday and speak 
to two groups of children ... at the 
Wellington Library in the morning and 
at the Picton Library in the afternoon. 


Her topic, ‘How a Book is Made’ was 
couched in words which small children 
could understand...but this is not 
surprising. Ms. Scargal is the author of 
‘4001 Ways to Have Fun with Children’ 
which, she says, she wrote to keep sane 
while her own children were little and 
she was hard put to amuse them 
through days of sub-zero weather on 
the prairies. 


A graduate of the Library School in 
Toronto, she now spends about 60 per 
cent of her working time as a librarian. 


‘| work like a librarian, even in my 
writing,’ she told the children at the 
Picton Library. ‘I don’t think up stories 
and write them, like Janet Lunn does, | 
research out facts and write about 
them.’ 


The rest of her working time includes 
weekly story hours for 200 to 300 
preschoolers at the Scarborough Library 
and she hosts and produces a weekly TV 
program, called ‘It’s Your Library’. 


She took her young audience through 
the various steps involved in publishing 
a book. The first step is to interest a 
publisher who, she explained, was the 
one taking the gamble. 


‘It costs the price of five big cars to 
publish a book,’ she said. 

Editing, designing and production 
were all important, she pointed out. 


‘When I did my cookbook ‘Pionce: 
Potpourri’, | told the designer | wanted 


complete recipes on each page so the 
cook wouldn't have to use floury or 
buttery fingers to turn the page,’ she 


said. ; 
‘When |! look at a colour picture 


in a cook book, | get discouraged 
because what | cook doesn’t look as 
good.” 


Ms. Scargall was one of three authors 


collaborating on the book, ‘Toronto is 
for Kids’. 


She is now working on a children’s 
book, translated from Russian, and the 
youngsters were interested in the 
illustrations she is using in the book. 


Picton librarian Stella Carney 
introduced the speaker.

Zieman explains hiring with no advertising 


The following is a press release given 
to the Scanner by C.W.Zieman, 
chairman of Deseronto’s Police and Fire 
Committee. 


Early in January 1979 the Police 
Committee met with Mr. W. F. 
Johnston, an advisor with the Ontario 
Police Commission to discuss and 
review the operation of the Deseronto 
Police Department in general and more 
specifically the pros and cons of a3 man 
versus a 4 man force for Deseronto. It 
was considered advisable to look into 
the possibility of part time clerical 
assistance at the Deseronto Police 
Department rather than a fourth 
Constable. The consensus of opinion 
appeared to be that clerical assistance 
might reduce the Officer's paperwork 
thereby allowing them more time for 
actual police work. kThe Police 
Committee recommended and Council 
adopted the recommendations that the 
Deseronto Force remain a three man 
force. There were no particular 
recommendations at that time 
regarding clerical assistance. 


During March of 1979, Miss Debbie 
Van Alstyne, a student in the Ontario 
Career Action Program approached the 
Police Department and Town Council 
for permission to pursue and practice 
the Program’s objectives by working for 
the Police Department. There was no 
cost to the town for this experment. 
Council saw this as an opportunity tosee

if clerical assistance might help the 
situation and agreed to accommodate 
Miss Van Alstyne for a period of 14 
weeks on a no guarantee job basis. 


Needles to say, Miss Van Alstyne has 
done an excellent job for the 
Department. This experiment did prove 
that a secretary could be beneficial to 
the Department and would no doubt 
eliminate the need for more manpower 
in the foreseeable future thus saving the 
added cost of an additional officer. 


Due to the apparent success of the 
project, kCouncil included in the 1979 
Police Department Budget the cost of a 
part time secretary. kThe Committee 
has now recommended and Town 
Council has approved the recommen- 
dations that Miss Debbie Van Alstyne be 
retained on a part time basis, 25 hours 
per week at $4 per hour. 


Council did not advertise this part 
time position because it felt that a 
routine had b een established with Miss 
Van Alstyne putting anyone else 
encouraged to apply as the result of an 
advertisement, at a slight disadvantage. 
Secondly the position in terms of cost to 
the taxpayer was insignificant . Finally, 
although under no obligation, the 
Ontario Career Action Program did 
provide the means for this worthwhile 
experiment and Council again took 
advantage of the program by hiring this 
very capable program participant.

Farm injuries up 
eleven percent 


Farm injuries increased in 1978 by 11 
percent over the injuries in 1977, 
according to recently released Farm 
Safety Association statistics. 


There were 2,078 lost-time injuries 
reported to the Association in 1977, and 
2,314 in 1978. The commodity groups 
that accounted for the most injuries 
were tobacco 24 percent (564), nursery- 
landscape 20 percent (475) and the fruit 
and vegetable industry with 14 percent 
(326). 


The counties or regions where most 
of the injuries occurred were: 
Haldimand-Norfolk Region 14 percent; 
(333); York Region 14 percent (321) and 
Elgin 6 percent (137). 


Middlesex and Oxford counties as 
well as the Niagara Region, each 
accounted for approximatley 5 percent 
of the injuries. These areas of 
Southwestern Ontario have _ trad- 
itionally reported comparatively higher 
numbers of injuries owing to the fact 
that the tobacco and fruit and vegetable 
commodity groups hire large numbers 
of unskilled labour.In the York region 
there was a large number ot injuries in 
the landscape-nursery commodity 
groups. 


Jim Ross, Senior Safety Consultant for 
the Association, speculates that the 
increase in injuries may have been the 
result of a number of factors. 


‘The number of agricultural lost-time 
injuries are very closely tied to the

climate. When there are favourable 
weather conditions throughout the 
crop year, the number of injuries tends 
to drop; less than ideal weather 
conditions usually result in an increase 
of injuries. This is particularly true 
during peak periods such as planting 
and harvesting,’ says Ross. 


Ross also suggested that, owing to the 


fact that the statistics are a numerical 
tabulation of injuries, they are 
dependent on the siz e of the agricltural 
work force in any given year. 


The injury survey is based on actual 
injury reports supplied to the 
Association by the Workmen's 
Compensation Board. The Association 
represents approximtley 22,000 farm 
employers in the province.

Upper Canada Region president Bill 
Conley said the local branch of ACCCC 
contains 124 members and hosts a 
membership from 75 to 100 miles east 
and west of Prince Edward County.

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Can town decide 
closing time 22? 


Does Deseronto have a by-law 
concerning closing hours of places of 


amusement?...Does it have the power to 
pass su ch a by-law? 


These questions were raised by Mrs 
Joan Gartland of Main Street at last 
week's meeting of Town Council Mrs 
Gartland was concerned about the 
noise at late hours from the arcade next 
to her home 


Carman Milligan, town clerk- 
treasurer, has been checking into this 
and has come up with a few answers 


First, Deseronto does not have a by- 
law concerning closing hours. ‘There 
was a by-law at one time for closing on 
Wednesday afternoons,’ he said. “But 
that has been rescinded.’ 


Second, Deseronto could pass a by- 
law concerning closing time for 
shops...but would that include arcades? 


Mr. Milligan wasn't sure but, through 
his checking, he has learned that 
Oshawa does have a by-law concerning 
closing hours for places of amusement 


‘I'll be preparing a report for the next 
meeting of council,’ he said 


Dramatic improvement 
in children’s teeth 


Those sparkling grins you see ona lot 
of children in Prince Edward and 
Hastings County could be due, in part, 
to the fluoride rinsing programme 
carried out in many of the schools, At68 
schools, with 11,649 students involved, 
there has been an 88% participation 


average, and 12 schools have had 100% 


participation. 


A dental health survey, completed in 
early April, which examined 6,000 
students at 28 schools, showed dramatic 
improvements in dental health 
particularly in Prince Edward County. 


In 1973, the Hastings and Prince 
Edward Counties Health Unit initiated a 
schoo! dental health program, with total 
orientation of a preventive-educational 
nature. 


During that initial 1973-4 school year, 
a dental health survey was undertaken 
with the primary purpose of obtaining 
base-line data for program planning and 
future evaluation. 


The April, 1979, report examines the 
effect of the program on three indices of 
dental health status - poor oral hygiene, 
no decay and urgent need of treatment. 


Twenty-seven school were selected to 
participate in the study from a stratified 
random sample of all elementary 
schools in the two counties. The 
sample was controlled for socio- 
economic factors to as great a degree as 
possible. 


Studens were assessed under the 
criteria of the Ontario Ministry of 
Health Detailed Dental Health 


Examination. 


The dental health status of students in 
grades levels Kindergarten to eight has 
shown a significant general 
improvement since the collection of 
base-line data in 1973-4. This is 
particularly evident in Prince Edward 
County, where the improvement is 
dramatic. 
| Findings validate the results of a multi- 
faceted effort to improve dental health 
in the counties. Among these facets 
would be the preventive-educational 
school dental health program, the 
support of this program by school 
principals, teachers and administration, 
the effect of fluoridation in Belleville 
and Picton, the treatment services 
provided by the dental profession, and 
the increased availability of dental care. 
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ALARMED, ANGERED AND CONCERNED 
What will happen to Indian treaties 
if Quebec separates from Canada? 


At the end of this month, some 400 
chiefs and native group spokesmen will 
be heading off to England to see the 
Queen and bring to her attention their 
concerns over the protection of native 
rights if changes are made in Canada’s 
constitution. 


Among them will be four 
representatives from the Tyendinaga 
Reserve...Chief Donald Brant, Band 
Administrator Elton B rant, Richard 
Brant and Peter Green...and their wives. 


The project is being co-ordinated by 
the central steering committee of the 
Native Indian Brotherhood in Ottawa 
and resulted from the ‘observer-only’ 
status given to the natives at 
constitutional talks. 


The original treaties with the Indians 
were made by the British Crown and the 
Indians are governed by the Indian Act. 


Although it is not yet known how...or 
whether...the new Progressive 
Conservative Government will act 
concerning changes to the constitution, 
the Brotherhood still wants to make its 
views known to the British Parliament. 


Another question which may be 
raised is what happens to the Indian 
reservations in the Province of Quebec 
if that Province secedes from the rest of 
Canada. 


Brant Maracle of the Maracle 
Mohawk Gift Ship, an international poet 
and lecturer, hopes the question will be 
raised. 


‘I've been endeavouring to 
encourage the delegation from this 
reserve of the importance of stressing 
this,’ he said. ‘What right has Rene 
Levesque to further carve up our land?’ 


He pointed out that some 
reservations are partly in Ontario and 
partly in Quebec...for example the St. 
Regis Reserve, near Cornwall, which is 
also partly in the United States. 


He has already written two letters to 
Rene Levesque, one last November and 
another in December, which have 
remained unanswered. 


‘| told Mr. Levesque there would be 
pockets of resistance to the language 
Bill 101 from the Inuits and the Metis in 
Quebec,’ Mr. Maracle said. ‘If Quebec 
lost the natives it would lose two-thirds 
of its rich resources...lumb er, asb estos, 
copper and uranium.’ 


‘Lt am alarmed, angered and 
concerned,’ he said. ‘I’m thinking 
seriously of leading a protest to the 
Quebec Legislature.’ 


He suggested in his second letter that 
if he got no reply, it would lead him to 
the conclusion that ‘you have written off 
the native people.” 


He also wrote to Edgar Faure, speaker 
of the Senate in France, and to the 
President of France, Valery Giscard 
d’Estaing, last fall. Writing of these 
letters was triggered by the warm 
welcome given to Levesque when he 
visited France and the praise given to 
wie for introduction of the language 
bill. 


‘! thought they should have 
reprimanded him, rather than praising 
him’ he said. 


Recipients of the letters to France 
both replied promptly and courteously. 


Reserve may get 
water from town 


Some months ago, there was a lot of 
talk becau se Deseronto suggested a 
charge for residents of the Tyendinaga 
Reserve to take drinking water from the 
Town Hall. 


At that time, it was su ggested that 
some arrangements might be made 
between the Town and the Band office 
for supplying water on a permanent 
basis...water to be supplied by the new 
water plant in the Town. 


The situation arose because of the 
number of wells on the Reserve which 
had become polluted, leaving residents 
with no fit water supply. 


Since then, an engineering study has 
been undertaken on the Reserve and 
linking the Reserve to Deseronto's 
water and sewage system has been 
proposed as the most feasible way to 
solve the problem. 


However, '" is a costly process. The 
Federal Government would pay 80% of 
carrying out the project and the Band 
the other 20%. 


‘That 20% would amount to about 
$360,000,’ Elton Brant, Band 
Adminstrator, said.

admissions and pre-race sale of tickets;

The Quinte Classic is open to all 
qualified drivers of formula outboards 
in the United States, Mexico and 
Canada and because of a course ideally 
suited to this type of racing, attracts the 
most successful and skilled drivers on 
the North American continent. 


The race attracts not only people 
racing for NOrth American supremacy 
in three classes, but also those in quest 
of points to add to their annual totals in 
other classes.

The truth is that since 1974, the 
government has admitted fewer and 
fewer immigrants.

Immigration Minister Ron Atkey has 
said that Canada must take in more 
refugees and must pressure other 
countries to do so. He has proposed that 
we increase the 1979 quota of 

5,000 Indo-Chinese to 7,000 which may 
be increased again after consultation 
with the provinces. 


We can’t continue to be callous and 
turn our backs on these desperate 


people. 


You can help by letting your member of 
parliament know that you are prepared 
to welcome at least our fair share of 
refugees here.

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Baby robin didn’t

On June the 21st. my friend, Ruth 
Wallbridge and | received a great 
surprise. Three neighbour children 
appeared with a baby robin they had 
found, seemingly deserted in a ditch. 
Unable to place it back in the nest, they 
hoped we would raise the little one. 


Rachel in her pin-feathered coat 
appeared to be avery healthy specimen, 
and we are both fond of birds. Wee 
Rachel had found a home 


Our small charge had a mind of her 
own. A large zinc washtub which had 
served her predecessor was pressed into 
service, lined with grass, and furnished 
with an abandoned robin nest. Into 
these splendid quarters, from our 
human point of view, we placed our pet. 
A chicken-wire screen was placed over 
the top of the tub. Then tub, screen and 
baby were moved toa place where they 
could enjoy both sunshine and shade, 
yet near enough for us to keep a 
watchful eye on her 


Rachel did not keep us long in doubt 
about her feelings regarding her new 
home. At mealtime she refused to co- 
operate. She made it necessary for Ruth 
to force-feed her. She emphasized her 
disapproval by jumping against the top 
of the screen until the tiny feathers at 
the base of her beak were worn off and 
the tender flesh underneath bruised 


We removed the screen and brought 
her inside. As if to show her approval, 
she deigned to accept bread-and-milk 
at twenty minute intervals from a small 
silver coffee spoon. Later as her 
confidence in her foster-parents 
increased, she sat on our fingers to eat 
hard boiled egg yolk or earthworms, 
opening her beak wide as for mother 
robin. Rachel needed no tonic. 


Lessons begin. Learning that worms do

For several days Rachel sneezed 
frequently.

First we placed him in an 
abandoned robin house lined with 
kleenex and put it in the garden nearby, 
but mother robin seemingly left her 
baby to us. 


Rachel was now outdoors, and followea 
us as we dug earthworms for her. Rusty

with a branch for his convenience as a 
perch, and roofed with a screen for his 
protection. At the slightest movement 
near him, he opened his mouth often 
stretching up and exercising his little 
wings. 


Rust passed a milestone on July the 7th. 
He jumped against the screen to sit on 
the edge of his tub. Rusty grew quickly. 
He could fly across the room, and for 
feeding he soon learned to pick up 
worms from the earth. By the 12th of July 
both robins had a bath in the water dish 
in the apple tree. Rachel enjoyed a great 
splash, but Rusty sat on the edge and got 
a little wet. Both birds would come for 
food. Rachel took long flights, but so far 
as we know, she had not left our yard.

DESERONTO CONCERNING PROPOSED HYDRO 
RATES FOR 1980 


Ontario Hydro has submitted to the 
Minister of Energy a proposal to 
increase hydro rates, effective Jan 1, 
1980. The Minister of Energy has 
referred the proposal to the Ontario 
Energy Board for hearing and report. 
The Minister of Energy has specified the 
following terms of reference for the 
guidance of the Board. 


1. The Board shall examine and report 
on the extent to which Ontario Hydro 
has kept its proposed bulk power cost 
increase for 1980 as low as possible, 
consistent with the maintenance of its 
financial soundness, its ability to attract 
capital at favourable rates, and the 
reliability and quality of its service to its 
customers. The Board shall also examine 
and report on the estimated net income 
resulting from Ontario Hydro’s 
proposed bulk power cost increase for 
1980 and on the effect this increase 
would have on such indicators of 
financial soundness as Ontario Hydro’s 
interest coverage and debt/equity ratio. 


2. The Board shall determine whether 
the allocation of bulk power costs in the 
proposal, to the Municipal Electric 
Utilities, the Rural System and the direct 
Industrial customers, is consistent with 
currently applied costing principles. 


3. The Minister of Energy also requests 
the Board to include in its report an 
evaluation of the following matters. (a) 
the financial effects associated with 
surplus generating capacity in the year 
1980, including, but not restricted to, 
potential profits from export sales. (b) 
Ontario Hydro’s strategy with respect to 
future export sales of surplus firm and 
interruptible power. (c) The current 
status on Ontario Hydro’s foreign 
exchange management strategy, further 
review of which was recommended in 
the Energy Board’s report on Ontario 
Hydro’s 1979 bulk power rate proposal. 


4 The principles of power costing and 
rate-making shall remain unchanged 
from those used by Ontario Hydro in 
setting rates for 1979. 


5. The system expansion program is 
excluded from this review, as well as 
other matters being reviewed in other 
public hearings. 


The effective rate increase to each of 
the 332 municipal utilities in Ontario will 
average 17.9% This 17.9% increase 
represents a 9.9% proposed increase (in 
rates previously approved) and the 
ballance represents the excess earnings 
of Ontario Hydro under the AIB 
program which will have been rebated 
to utilities by Dec. 31, 1979, and which 
will no longer provide a reduction tothe 
rates in 1980. 


Ontario Hydro estimates it will require 
an additional 265 million in funds for 
1980. 


65 million in fuel costs associated with 
additional energy requirement. 


52 million associated with higher prices 
for fuel. 


70 million increase in interest and 
depreciation costs as a result of bringing 
new facilities into service. 


80 million increase to meet statutory 
debt retirement obligations and to assist 
in financing the capital construction 
program.

Unless 
the Board otherwise directs, 20 copies of 
the evidence on behalf of such 
customers and other persons shall be 
delivered to the Board Secretary for the 
use of the Board, and one copy shall be 
delivered to Ontario Hydro and to other 
such customers and other persons who 
have filed notices. 


Customers and ther persons who have 
filed notices and who wish information 
and material from Ontario Hydro that is 
relevant to the scope and reference 
shall request same from Ontario Hydro 
on or before Tuesday July 3, 1979. 


At the opening of the hearing, evidence 
in support of Ontario Hydro’s 
submission and other material filed by 
Ontario Hydro relevant to the scope of 
the reference shall be presented and be 
followed by evidence on behalf of such 
customers and other persons who have 
filed evidence in an order and manner 
to be determined by the Board. 


The Deseronto Public Utilities 
Commission will be filing a written 
submission to the Board concerning 
hydro rates.

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Bell of the poets, Gitchi Nagamo 
willpeal out across Quinte waters 


By TERRY SPRAGUE 

Gitchi Nagamo, ‘the bell of the poets’ 
is ringing agin. The bell, formerly owned 
by the late poet-naturalist wallace 
Havelock Robb of Abbey Dawn near 
Kingston was dedicated June 10 to the 
Glenora United Church at Lake-n-the- 
Mountain. 

Participating in the dedication service 
was Rey, George Teskey of Wellington 
with whom the poet stayed in the 1940's 
while doing research for his book 
‘Thunderbird’. Robb shared Mr. 
Teskey’s dream of someday reopening 
the then-abandoned church 


According to the poet's eldest son, 
Joseph, one of three members of the 
Robb family who participated in the 
dedication service, his father was always 
interested in bells. He felt poets should 
have a bell to ring and he travelled 
thousands of miles before procuring a 
bell with the right tones 


The bell was cast in England and 
arrived in Kingston in 1936. It weigh ed 
560 pounds. When the bell was erected 
on the Robb estate, neighbours were 
somewhat skeptical and could not 
understand why the poet would obtain 
such a huge bell, much less ring it 
traditionally every morning at sunrise 
and again at sunset. 


Gradually however the neighbours 
grew to appreciate the bell and looked 
forward to its ringing every day. It is 
reported that the bell was once heard as 
far east as the Ivy Lea Bridge. It wasn’t 
long before farmers and neighbours

for the bell 


Soon newlywed brides began the 
tradition of visiting the Robb estate and 
asking to ring the bell. Numerous babies 
were christened beneath the bell, and 
Joseph Robb expressed the hope that 
this tradition might be continued at the 
Glenora Church 


The bell’s name, Gitch Nagamo, was 
taken from the Ojibway and, according 
to Mr. Robb has no literal translation, 
but could be interpreted to mean 
beautiful song 


Also present for the dedication sevice 
was Wallace Havelock Robb’s younge.st 
son, Clifford, who read the Scripture 


Following the service, members of the 
Robb family, followed by the 
congregation, took turns ringing the 
huge bell which now stands just outside 
the entrance to the church. First to pull 
the bell’s rope was the poet's daughter, 
Miriam Robb-Bryan of Delta, Ontario 


Rev. Teskey used as his sermon forthe 
dedication service a poem which the 
late Wallace Havelock Robb wrote to 
dedicate Glenora United Church 35 
years ago when it was reopened after a 
lengthy period of disrepair 


And so the bell has anew home, a gift 
by the Robb family, in memory of the 
late Wallace Havelock Robb and his 
wife, Edna, who often visited the Lake- 
on-the Mountain parsonage 


‘Here it may peal out across the Kente, 
which is sacred home of the 


thunderbird to the Indians of Eastern 
North America, and which has been for 
centuries dominated and held in trust as 
sanctuary by the Mohawks of the Kente, 
who have honoured Mr. Robb as Pine 
Tree Chief, Great White Eagle.

Last week, the Scanner carried an article 
on the drastic cut in Provincial 
Government support for the driver 
education classes in the secondary 
schools.

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It’s haying time! 
Watch out for farm 
vehicles 


‘A car gets behind a slow-moving farm 
tractor...the motorist b ecomes 
impatient, takes a chance and tries to 
pass. There’s a collision with an 
oncoming car and the result is death or 
injury. 

‘That's a scene we see repeated every 
summer,’ said Minister of Transpor- 
tation and Communications James 
Snow,‘particularly during June haying 
or August harvesting when farm tractors 
and implements have to be out on the 
road moving between farms.’ 


Most farmers and their helpers give the 
right-of-way to motorists and keep as 
much on the shoulder as they can. Yet 
this isn’t always possible when the 
shoulder drops away from the road. 


‘So,’ said the Minister, ‘in farm country, 
motorists should be constantly alert to 
the possibility of suddenly coming upon 
a farm vehicle. But it’s a two-way 
responsibility. The farm vehicle driver 
should keep a check in his rear-view 
mirror to be aware of anyone driving 
behind him and should, when possible, 
wave the driver by.’ 


The Highway Traffic Act requires 
farmers who operate tractors or 
motorized farm implements on the 
highway to attach a red slow-moving- 
vehicle sign to the rear of their vehicles 
when they're on the road, and on the 
back of any vehicle being towed. 


Also, when a farm tractor is out on the 
highway from half an hour after sunset 
to half an hour before sunrise - or any 
time when there’s not sufficient light for 
good visibility - the tractor must be 
fitted with a light that can be seen from 
at least 150 m (500 ft.). 


Farm implements or wagons towed by a 
farm tractor must carry a rear red light. 


Full details about farm vehicle driving, 

towing and lighting regulation, plus 
information on maximum-size limits, 
over-size farm vehicles, who may drive 
farm vehicles, definitions of vehicles, 
etc., are available in a free booklet: Farm 
Implements on Ontario Highways, 
obtainable at MTC licensing offices, or 
the Public and Safety Information 
Branch, MTC, 1201 Wilson Avenue, 
Downsview, Ontario, M3M 1J8. 


‘Farm vehicles are implements of an 
industry vital to Ontario’s economy,” 
said Snow, ‘and they deserve a share of 
the road. If both Farm drivers and 
motorists are alert and give a little, I’m 
sure we'll see fewer accidents of this 
kind on our roads.’

TRYING TO COMPLY WITH THE LAW: 
VINCE GENTILE 


Two neighbours, Vince Gentile and Jim 
McKnight have been fighting out the 
battle of the air conditioner in Picton. 


Back in 1971, Ontario passed an 
Environmental Protection Act. Under 
the act, sound is considered a 
contaminent if it is capable of causing 
material discomfort to any person. 


Vince Gentile, proprietor of the Sweete 
Shoppe on Highway 33 in Picton, ran 
afoul of this section of the act and spent 
some unsatisfactory weeks...and some 
money and labour...trying to find out 
what he had to do to comply with the 
act 


Seems his neighbour, Jim McKnight, 
complained to the Ontario Ministry of 
the Environment that the air 
conditioner at Vince's shop was causing 
discomfort to his young son whose 
bedroom was on the side of the house 
facing the side of the shop where the air 
conditioner was installed. 


This was back last September, just after 
Mr. Gentile had opened his Sweete 
Shoppe and installed the air 
conditioner. 


A representative from the Ministry 
called around, measured the decible 
level in the bedroom and decreed that, 
yes, it was too loud...and Mr. Gentile 
would have to do something about it. 


‘| didn’t do anything right then,’ Mr. 
Gentile said,‘because it was winter and 
the air conditioner wasn’t running.” 


But in May, when he started it up again, 
Mr. McKnight complained again and 
backed up his complaints with sound 
tapes, dated and timed, of the air 
conditioner noises. He has a deck built 
on the side of his house which is 
practically on the property boundary 
line. Close to the other side of the same 
line is the air conditioner. 


‘’ve been co-operating...where is this 
going to end?’ Mr. Gentile asked. ‘I built 
this area from an empty field , I’m the 
pioneer of Bridge Street. It was all 
commercial at one time and | had it 
severed. The store stayed commercial 
and the house was sold.’ 
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Environment Ministry 
gives suggestions but 
no abatement 
guarantees 


‘I've done a nice job on this shop,’ he 
said, waving his hand towards the 
carpeting, the piano, the attractive wire 
chairs, ‘| need the air conditioner for 
customer's comfort and to keep the 
food from spoiling.” 


When | first put it in, Jim McKnight 
helped me. It had to be pulled out a 
couple of weeks later...chemical had 
flowed out and burnt the compressor. It 
cost $500 for repairs.’ 


‘I think I've been a good citizen...I spent 
five years in the navy fighting for what? - 
to be harassed? This place is clean and 
respectable. 


‘I've been trying to comply with the 
law,’Mr. Gentile said,‘but the 
environmental people won't commit 
themselves...they just make suggestions 
and I have to have the work and expense 
of carrying them out even though they 
might not work.” 


One suggestion from the Ministry wasa 

baffle, which Mr. Gentile has now built 
at a cost of $100 plus three or four days of 
his time...not knowing whether it would 
meet the environment requirements. 


It did meet requirements. Last 
Thursday, Mr. Gentile had a visit from G. 
McRae of the Ministry. Mr. McRae was 
an hour late for his appointment, but he 
had good news for Mr. Gentile after he 
had set up his elaborate equipment and 
measured the decibles...the air 
conditioner passed. 


The reading was taken, not in the 
bedroom from which the complaint 
arose, but at the property line. This is 
required by the law.

WON'T PASS CLOSING HOUR BY-LAW 


Late night noise causing complaints 


On the left-hand side of this front page 
is a story of how a noise problem was 
handled in Picton. The Ontario Ministry 
of the Environment was called in to rule 
on whether or not there was noise 
pollution. 


A Deseronto resident has a noise 
complaint too, caused by the same 
situation...a residence next door to a 
place of business. 


Joan Gartland has been complaining 

about the late-night noise from the 
Arcade next door to her home on Main 
Street. 


Has Mrs. Gartland approached the _ 


Ministry of the Environment? No, she 
hasn't, but she has approached town 
council on several occasions. 


Clerk-treasurer Carman Milligan has 
been looking into the possibility of a by- 
law concerning closing hours for places 
of amusement. 


But, at Monday night's meeting of 
Deseronto Town Council, Councillor R. 
Cole said, ‘We don’t want to pass 
restrictive by-laws to hamstring any 
business that wants to come to town.” 


It was brought out at the meeting, 
which Mrs. Gartland attended, that 
loitering comes under the Criminal 
Code of Canada and that the Child 
Welfare Act restricts times when 
children under 16 can be in public 
places. 


Council decided to recommend to the 
Chief of Police, N. Clark, that the 
Applicable sections be more strictly 
enforced in future and that sections of 
the Act and Code be published in the 


«local newspaper along with a statement 
indicating stricter enforcement of the 
same in the future. 


Reassessment or not 


Deseronto councillors haven't yet 
made up their minds whether to 
proceed further with equalization 
reassessment of property in the 
municipality, on a market value 
assessment. 


L. Thompson, regional assessment 
commissioner from the Trenton 
assessment office, and Allan Brown, 
evaluation officer monitoring 
Deseronto, were at Monday night's 
meeting of council to present some 
graphs showing the first steps in 
reassessment. 


Deseronto pays nothing for the 
reassessment service and the town can 
stop the process at any stage, is 
councillors decide to...or they can now 
go ahead with the next step which 
would be to have an assessment roll 
reproduced showing dollar values of 
each property at market values. 


‘From this we could see the effect of a 
reassessment,’ Clerk Carman Milligan 
said. 


‘Please don’t get it in your minds that 
you're going to pay taxes on the market 
value of your house,’ Mr. Thompson 
said. ‘I’m not here to sell this thing. But if 
your assessment is too low, the mill rate 
has to go up.’ 


Council decided to turn it over to the 
administrative committee. Recom- 
mendations will be brought to the next 
council meeting.

YOU CAN'T PLEASE EVERYBODY 


At Monday night's meeting of 
Deseronto Council, the Scanner got a 
thank you from one councillor and a 
‘Boo’ from another. 


Reeve 8. Johnston was pleased with 
coverage given to improvements 
around town...for example pictures of 
the work being done on the streets, and 
praise for the new path and steps up 
from the Marina to the business section 
of the town.

WE DELIVER

In keeping with the season, it was 
strawberries that marked the annual 
opening Sunday of the North 
Marysburgh Museum, east of Waupoos. 
Dishes of them, red and juicy and 
steadily consumed by visitors who came 
to view the artifacts this weekend. 


About nine members of the 25- 
member Quinte Flywheels showed 
more than a dozen samples of early 
Stationary gasoline engines. President 
Owen Bosma, RR 1, Ameliasburgh, said 
the membership is locally distributed 
and the small organization is 
anticipating a large display this summer 
at the Ameliasburgh Museum, slated to 
take place on July 28 and 29 


Many of the vintage engines, he said, 
were used prior to the days of hydro and 
turned small power operated devices 
such as vacuum pumps and other similar 
machines 


Also on display Sunday were several 
antique cars 


ORIGINALLY A SETTLER’S HOUSE 


The museum, formerly known as the 
Rose House, is a settler’s home, built by 
Peter Rose in 1818, and belonging to the 
family for six generations. It became a 
Museum in 1962 and is open to the 
public until August 


The museum is unique among Prince 
Edward County museums in that it is a 
house to commence with, and the 
various rooms throughout are furnished 
as they would have been during that 
period. Other museums have similar 
displays,. but are generally 
reconstructed rooms which may fail in 
presenting a true picture of life during 
that era 


Upstairs in the house, the attic space is 
filled with related artifacts, photos and 
other furnishings. 


As a music lover, | was particularly 
interested in the old phonograph, 
pictured in the accompanying photo. It 
is a Berliner’s machine, manufactured in 


Montreal. 


The phonograph was complete, 
including two small metal boxes of 
replacement needles. A stack of almost 
100 records was stored in a box on the 
floor below the machine, and the one 
braces against the horn of the machine 
is an 1897 recording - El Capitan March 
by Sousa’s Band. 


There was another phonograph on 
display too, Sunday, and it greeted 
visitors as they stepped onto the 
verandah of the museum. This machine 
was an Edison Standard Phonograph 
made for the R.S. Williams and Sons 
Company, Toronto. 


This was the wax cylinder type and 
several cylinders were beside it, ready to 
play. The price of the wax cylinders? Not 
less than 35 cents, it was stated on the 
cylinder as a suggested cost. 


New this year at the museum is a 
display of lace work and a replica of the 
schooner Bluenose, carved from a solid 
block of wood by Ross Wright of 
Waupoos. 


FIVE AND DIME HAD LOCAL ROOTS 


Also this season there is a display 
commemorating the 100th birthday of 
the F.W.Woolworth Company, founder 
of the famous five-and-ten-cent stores 


Eliza Jane Creighton, later nicknamed 
Jennie, was the wife of Frank W 
Woolworth and was born in North 
Marysburgh Township. She spent her 
girlhood here with her family and 
relatives, the Morrisons of Black River 


When shé was 19, she travelled to 
Watertown, New York, with Margaret 
Morrison to become a seamstress. It was 
here where she met, and later married 
Frank Woolworth who then was a clerk 
in one of the local stores 


He proposed the idea of a ‘five and 
ten cent’ store to his employer and was 
given a counter with which to stock his 
items. 


The idea was so successful that he 
obtained a loan for $500 and opened up 
his first store in Lancaster, Pennsylvania. 


Museum curator Carolyn Love has 
just completed a book which traces the 
life of Jennie Creighton and the 
Woolworth business. A$535 cheque was 

presented to Mrs. Love this month by 
Fred E. Hennig, senior vice-president of 
the Woolworth Company in Canada. 


The gift was presented to Mrs. Love to 
assist in the publication costs of her 
book, ‘Ladies of the Five and Ten - The 
Creighton, Morrison, Woolworth 
Connection’. The book is available for 
two dollars from Carolyn Love at the 
Museum.

AGRICREW '79 


Fifteen trained young people have 
been hired through Agricrew '79 to be 
emp loyed by farmers and agricultural 
societies in the four counties of 
Hastings, Lennox and Addington, Prince 
Edward and Frontenac. 


There are three crews of five people 
each, who range in age from 15 to 22 
years of age and all have varied 
experience in agricultural related work. 

Employers may request the services of 
one crew only for a maximum of five 
days over the program period. A work 
agreement will be set up so the crews 
know what is expected of them on the 


farm. An alternate work plan is 
mandatory in case of inclement 
weather. 


A fee of $90 will be paid by the 
employer at the time of employment. At 
the conclusion of the program a $15 
rebate will be reimbursed to the 
employer for each day the crew was 
hired. Tools and supplies required for 
the job are to be supplied by the farmer 
but the crew will be responsible for their 
own lunch 


Under the supervision of a working 
foreman, the crews can do anything 
from painting to haying, or preparing 
grounds for agricultural fairs.

| have often heard it said that the 
English language is one of the strangest 
in the world. It can certainly be very 
confusing for a person from another 
country who is attempting to learn the 
language. The many different spellings 
and subsequent meanings for one single 
word alone, boggles the mind. 


Sometimes, even two English- 
speaking people may have trouble 
communicating with each other. Such is 
occasionally the case between my 
husband and myself.

When my brother and I were kids and 
driving our mother up the wall, she 
would sometimes tell us, “You haven't 
got the sense God gave geese.’ I puzzled 
over this for years, not being much 
acquainted with geese, and could make 
head nor tail of it. There was one thing | 
was sure of, though. It was not a 
compliment. 


Unexpectedly, just two years ago, the 
answer came to me, crystal-clear, out of 
the blue, who knows, maybe even 
Heaven-sent. The problem was solved 
when, tending a number of what were 
dear little goslings, we gradually 
realized that they had turned into big, 
comical, clumsy, noisy and stupid, 
geese. And suddenly it struck me what 
that saying meant. ‘You haven't got the 
sense God gave geese.’ He didn’t give 
them any! At last | knew, after all these 
years! Which only goes to show, 
everything comes to he who waits. In 
this case, a doubtful privilege as, after 
my jubilation had died down, | felt quite 
dejected, realizing the full impact of 
that statement! 


Another crazy saying is ‘daft as a 
brush.’ Personally, | can't see anything 
particularly daft about our brush 
standing innocently in a corner, but 
maybe there’s something I've 
overlooked. ‘Deaf as a post’ is another 
one - possibly a little more logic here as 
a post cannot hear and certainly doesn’t 
have ears 


What does the phrase ‘I wiped the 
floor with him (her)’ mean? Simple - in 
Wales, where sometimes many a hot 
Welsh temper is suddenly aroused, and 
just as suddenly dissipated, it means 
you've just told someone a few home 
truths - in no uncertain terms! 


In my home town of Blaenavon, 
where everyone knew everyone else’s 
business (and still do, | imagine) there 
was at least one female whom the local 
gossips, rightly or wrongly, considered 
to be a woman of loose morals. The 
word that rolled off their even looser

tongues was ‘trollop’. What a delightful 
word to say! Before | was old enough to 
understand its meaning, | would repeat 
it aloud to myself. Then | would mutter it 
under my breath, now all the more 
pleasurable as it was so wicked. 


Other common sayings are ‘She's 
(He's) no oil-painting’ translation - 
‘She's (He's) not very good-looking’. A 
rather unkind one, ‘a face like the back 
of a bus’ translation - ‘downright ugly.” 
Yet another uncomplimentary one 
‘built like the side of a house.’ 
Translation - ‘someone who's very, very 
fat.’ 


When | came to Canada fourteen 
years ago, | remember | had a little 
trouble making myself understood. | got 
raised eyebrows when | talked about 
dustbins, vacuum flasks, sweets, Crisps, 
to mention just a few. And when | 
returned to Wales for a visit, my garbage 
cans, thermos, candies and potato chips, 
were met with blank stares. 


On one occasion, shortly after my 
arrival in Canada, my aunt asked me to 
go to the store to geLa certain brand of 
potato chips. | had never heard of this 
kind before, and thinking of other 
things, arrived at my destination, the 
name of the chips completely forgotten. 
Thinking desperately, | searched 
around in my mind for a clue. ‘Aha, 
something to do with a nursery rhyme,’ ! 
thought. 


‘A bag of chips please,’ | said to the 
lady behind the counter. Adding 
triumphantly, ‘Mother Hubbard.’ 


Oh no! Another one of those all too 
familiar stares! She asked me to repeat 
it, and | did so, stammering in my 
confusion. 


‘I've never heard of Mother Hubbard 
potato chips,’ she said calmly. ‘But we 
do have Humpty Dumpty.’ 


Needless to say, | grabbed the bag and 
ran! 


Of all the daft, nonsensical sayings ! 
have ever heard, here is one that must 
surely take the cake. It was often told to 
me by my grandmother who comes 
from Dowlais, near Merthyr Tydfil, 
which is about as Welsh as you can get. 
As far as | know, it has no title, and the 
author is anonymous. 


| leave you with these pearls of 
wisdom:

In December 1978, Parliament changed the 
Unemployment Insurance program. Changes 
starting July ] mean that some people will 
have to work longer before they can qualify 
for Unemployment Insurance benefits. 


Please remember, these UI changes affect 
only those claims which start on or after 
July 1, 1979. And, the changes may or may 
not apply to you. So please read on to see if 
you are affected. 


(You'll find terms such as “Weeks of Work’; 
“Qualifying Period”, “Variable Entrance 
Requirement” (VER), and “Unemployment 
Rate” marked by an asterisk (*). For easier 
understanding, see the box “Explaining UI. 
terms” at the end of this message.) 

Here are the details of those changes. 


Have you worked 20 weeks or more 
in your Qualifying Period*? 
If so, this message does nor apply to you. 
For you, the number of weeks you need to 
qualify for regular UI benefits and for UI ill- 
ness and maternity benefits, or the one-time 
benefit at age 65 has not changed. 


Are you working for the 
first time?

2. If yours is classed as a mew claim, you will 
need the usual 10 to 14 Weeks’ Work* 
depending on your local VER*, plus up to 
six “extra” Weeks of Work*. The number 
of “extra” weeks you’ll need depends on how 
many weeks you got on your previous 
Ul claim. You need one “extra” week ( up to 
a maximum of six) for every week you got 
over the VER®* needed in your area. 


Here’s an example: You need 12 Weeks’ Work* 
in your region (your local VER*) to qualify 
for benefits the first time. On your last claim, 
you drew 15 weeks’ benefits before going back 
to work. Now, you would need the usual 12 
weeks, plus three “extra” work weeks, (That's 
the difference between the 12 weeks you need- 
ed to work and the 15 weeks of benefits you 
drew. In total you would need 15 Weeks’ Work* 
to qualify again within one year. The most 
anyone needs anywhere is 20 weeks of work 
to qualify. 

Again, please remember, when the 
Unemployment Rate* in your area is over 
11.5 per cent, this rule won’t apply to 
you. You’ll need only 10 Weeks’ Work* to 
qualify for regular UI benefits. 


Other changes have been in 
effect since January 1979: 

¢ The weekly benefit rate was reduced to 60 
per cent of your average insurable earnings 
(from 667/3 per cent). 

¢ Most people employed for less than 20 
hours a week are no longer covered by UI. 

e Higher-income claimants may have to 
repay part of UI benefits drawn in the 
1979 tax year. This will only affect people 
whose income, including UI benefits, 
is over $20,670. This will be explained 
when you get your 1979 tax return. 


These things haven’t changed: 


Just as a review, these points haven’t changed: 


* You may still get UI illness and maternity 
benefits and the special benefit paid at 
age 65 if you've worked 20 weeks in your 
Qualifying Period*. 

© There’s still a two-week waiting period 
before UI benefits start. 

* To get regular benefits, you must still be 
available for and looking for work each day 
you are on claim. 

* You must report any work and earnings 
while on claim. 


© You can be disqualified from getting 


benefits for up to six weeks if you quit your 
job voluntarily, you were fired for mis- 
conduct, or if you turned down a suitable 
job offer. 

You can still appeal a decision by UI to deny 
you benefits. 


Explaining UI terms: 
*Weeks of Work 
This means weeks of work that are insurable 
for Unemployment Insurance. Most 
employment of 20 hours or more a week 
is insurable. 


* Qualifying Period 
What UI calls your Qualifying Period is 
the 52 weeks before we start your claim.

If Skylab hit here it would ‘put Deseronto on the map” 


The debris from the American space 
vehicle Skylab is coming down, down, 
down and Canadian officials are 
scrambling to get out information to all 
and sundry about plans made in case 
some Canadians get hit. 


Getting hit by part of Skylab is ‘the only 
thing | can think of that would put this 
town on the map,’ commented 
Councillor A. Blayney, when a three- 
page letter of information about whatto 
do in case some parts did land, was 
tabled at Monday night's meeting of 
Deseronto council. 


‘It’s comforting to know steps have 
been taken,’ said Reeve B. Johnston. 


The letter to council came from the 
Hon. R. McMurtry, Ontario's Solicitor 
General. 

The information about what to do in 
case of a Skylab emergency, which we 
have printed below, came as a press 
release directly to the scanner. 


Victor J. Walton, Director General, 
Emergency Planning Canada, said today 
there is a 95 per cent probability that 
Skylab will re-enter the earth's 
atmosphere between July 4 and July 28, 
with a 50 - 50 chance of it doing so on 
july 16. 


Emergency Planning Canada (EPC) is 
co-ordinating the* Canadian govern- 
ment's response should debris from the 
American space vehicle Skylab survive 
re-entry and land in Canada 


Mr. Walton said that although there is 
only a two-per cent probability of any 
Skylab debris landing Canada, the 
federal government has made 
arrangements to ensure swift and 
efficient response if it does. ‘As with any 
contingency plans,’ said Mr. Walton. 
‘One should plan for the worst. That 
way you can be pleasantly surprised.’ 


Mr. Walton said EPC has had a number 

of meetings with representatives of 

various federal departments, agencies 
and Crown corporations to discuss what 
arrangements should be in place if the 
federal government is called upon to 
render assistance. 


Included in the contingency measures 
are the following

National Defence will receive re-entry 

and tracking information from NORAD 
and pass it immediately to EPC (In fact 
and EPC officer will be stationed in 
National Defence headquarters for 
several hours before the anticipated re- 
entry.) The information will be passed 
immediately to EPC regional directors in 
all capital cities and, by them, to the 
provincial governments. Furthermore, 
the Canadian Forces will be on standby 
in case their help is required, and search 
and rescue crews and helicopters will 
also provide backup support. 


REvenue Canada (Customs and Excise) 

have alerted all border points and 
reminded them that if a NASA team 
wishes to enter with equipment they 
could have immediate access. Likewise, 
immigration officials have been asked to 
expedite entry into Canada. 


Transport Canada is alerting air traffic 
controllers and the Canadian Airline 
Pilots Association of the estimated re- 
entry time, while the Canadian Coast 
Guard is doing likewise with its regional 
offices. 


National Health and Welfare has 
portable hospitals and emergency 
medical supplies pre-positioned across 
Canada - part of their normal role. 


In the unlikely event that a piece of 
Skylab causes damage or injury to a 
Canadian citizen, or to public or private 
property in Canada, the Deparment of 
External Affairs will handle all queries 
and claims. 


EPC regional directors have formed a 

federal/provincial Skylab response 
group in each provincial capital, 
comprising a representative of the 
provincial government; a_ military 
liaison officer; a senior RCMP officer 
(augmented in Quebec and Ontario by 
senior provincial police officers); a 
communications specialist from 
Communications Canada and an 
information officer. 


EPC has arranged for helicopters to be 
on standby in each capital city so that 
the regional federal response group 
headed by the Emergency Planning 
Canada regional director could fly to an 
impact site if necessary.

Every long weekend brings 
predictions of how many people will die 
on the road and in the water, it’s one of 
summer's nightmares. 


The prospect can become a little less 
nightmarish if you know what to do 
when an accident occurs, and there are 
things you can do even without St. John 
Ambulance First Aid trainig. 


The first thing is to send for medical 
help if that’s feasible and keep your 
head. 


If you are at the scene of a multiple 
accident - make an assessment of the 
whole situation quickly, because there 
are priorities. 


Look first to see if there is anyone 
who is not breathing or is bleeding 
seriously. If so, those casualties should 
be treated first, and in that order. 
Broken bones are painful, but not life 
threatening. St. John Ambulance can 
teach yo u the skills to treat casulaties. 


For the victim who is not breathing, 
make sure there is no obstruction in his 
mouth or throat, and apply mouth to 
mouth resuscitation. 


To control bleeding in most cases, 
apply direct pressure with your hand, 
and then with bandages. 


If there are casualties with spinal 
injuries or broken bones, you can hep 
by steadying and supporting the injured 
area to prevent movement that could 
make it worse. 


Protection is what you should aim 
for, protection from further injury, from 
aggravating existing injury, and from 
shock. 


You move casualties if you must, to 
Protect them, from dangerous 
situations. from traffic or the threat of 
fire. If yo u must move them, manage it 
without twisting their bodies, if you can. 


You can help maintain normal body 
temperature by covering a victim to 
prey ent loss of body heat, or by shading 
him if he’s in the hot sun. What you are 
trying to do is prevent or reduce the 
effects of shock which can kill even 
when the injury that causes it isn’t, by 
itself, fatal. 


The primary goal of St. John 
Ambulance first aid training is to 
prevent accidents by making people 
aware of accident potential, and to 
provide skills that can be used when 
accidents do occur to sustain life, 
minimize the effects of injury, and 
promote recovery.

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L & A hospital balances budget 


New sporting goods store carries 
many special lines for hunters 


Glenn and Marie Mansfield had a 
good sporting goods store going in 
Enterprise dur'ng the last seven years 
but it wasn’t o n a main street. 


Because of the special lines they carry 
in guns and equipment, customers 
found them and kept repeating but they 
still felt they would like to be 
somewhere more accessible and they 
started looking around. 


Some friends from Deseronto asked, 
‘Why not come here,’ and they did, 
opening a business on Main Street a few 
weeks ago. 


‘Deseronto isn’t the dead town it used 
to be,’ Glenn said. He thinks business 
will be good. 


‘Our customers have followed us 
here,’ they said. And they expect that 
they will get a lot of new customers too 
as their stock of specialities gets known. 


‘A lot of sporting goods stores don’t 
specialize, they go into too many 
things,’ Marie said. 


One of their specialties is reloading 
equipment. It saves hunters money if 
they can reload their own shells and the 
Mansfields sell all components and 
equipment ... shotgun loaders, rifle 
pret: powder wads, primers, dies and 
shot. 


They also have a complete line of 
scopes, rings and mounts. Glenn will put 
on the scopes and bore-sight it for you, 
but they don’t do any gunsmithing. 


‘We have one of the best lines of 
decoys too,’ Marie said. ‘We have 24 
kinds.’ 


One of their larger decoys, whom 
they call Big George, sits in their display 
window. He’s hollow because he’s a 
field decoy. 


They carry a line of black powder 
accessories and the Browning line in 
guns. They also have gun-cleaning 


equipment, fishing tackle and larger 
sizes in hunting clothing. ‘Most stores 
just carry the smaller sizes,’ they said. 


Another line is dog supplies, for 
training ... dummies, scents etc. 


‘Say a hound has a habit of taking off 
after a rabbit when he’s supposed to be 
deer hunting,’ Marie said. ‘You put the 
scent on him and he'll break the habit. 
Other scents are for training. You put a 
scent on a dummy and have the dog 
chase it.” 


‘The scents all stink terribly, but they 
work,’ she said. 


Mrs. Mansfield likes her new home, 
behind the store, better than the big 
house they had in Enterprise. She has 
trouble walking at times and had to have 
a stair lift in the big house. Now she 
doesn’t have to climb stairs, and she can 
sit out back and see the Bay. 


The living quarters are full of hand 
crafted articles which she and 12-year- 
old Tracy have made. 


‘I spent a lot of time in hospital,’ she 
said. ‘That's when I took up crafts.’ 


In Enterprise, she used to volunteer to 
teach crafts at the school. 


“You have to think up a special project 
for each age group and it must be 
something that can be completed in one 
session,’ she said. ‘The materials have to 
be cheap enough so the yc ungsters can 
afford them.’ 


She has boxes full of fun fur, 
macramie materials, shells for jewellery 
and other bits and pieces for hand crafts. 


Her sister works with handicapped 
senior citizens in Kingston and Marie 
makes crocheted articles to help out at 
the bazaars. 


Young Tracy is already very 


accomplished at crafts and was 
delighted to display his macramie, 
wooden flowers and wagons, and other 
hobbies.

Reports given at the annual meeting 
of the Lennox and Addington County 
General Hospital Association 
highlighted the changes and 
accomplishments of the past year. 


Reporting on his first’ year as 
Chairman of the Board of Governors, 
W.}.Finlay outlined some of the changes 
in personnel. 


He noted that in the past year the 
hospital had welcomed W.A.Ronald as 
successor to Bill Mills in the position of 
hospital administrator, and that 
J.P.Coulson, P.G.Lonergan, R.A.Paul 
were elected as members of the board. 
A. Milligan and H. Andison joined the 
board as County Council appointees in 
December, 1978. 


Paying tribute to Mrs. R. Roffey, who 
completed her term of office as 
president of the Hospital Auxiliary in 
February, Mr. Finlay commented that 
the ‘sounding board quality’ of the 
Board of Governors was greatly 
enhanced by her presence. 


He said the board was now privileged 
to be working with Mrs. M, Dickinson 
and her new executive. 


Commenting on Ministry of Health 
cost constraints, Mr. Finlay reminded 
members of the Association that the 
cost of health care has mushroomed. 


‘The number of claims to OHIP 
increased 30% from 1973-78, while the 
population increased 6.35%,’ he said. 


Mr. Finlay went on to point out that 
‘hospital budgets have been advanced 
approximately 4.5% when major cost 
areas are moving upwards at a 9.5% 
rate,’ and added that the plight of the 
hospital had been reviewed with the 
local MPP, James Taylor, whose advice 
and recommendations were apprec- 
iated. 

oe 

Dr. Mclellan, president of the 
medical staff, reported on changes in 
staff. He noted that while three 
physicians, Drs. Thomsen, Siva and 
Steenburg had left during the past year, 
the hospital had been fortunate to 
acquire the service of a new surgeon, 
Dr. D. Lince, and an internist, Dr. D. 
Angus. 
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Commenting on the hospital's special 
care unit, Dr. McLellan said that, in his 
opinion, the opening of that unit in July 
1978 represented ‘the single most 
important step forward in medical care 
which we have made since the opening 
of the hosptial.’ 


In the report of the administrator, Mr. 
Ronald commented that the statistics for 
the past year indicate a change in 
patient mix and type of service 
demanded by the public. 


He said that ‘this trend had allowed 
the hospital, contrary to earlier 
expectations, to balance its budget in 
the past fiscal year’. 


Looking to the future, Mr. Ronald 
advised members that a reversal of the 
trend would inevitably lead to a deficit 
and that ‘rather than run the risk of 
depriving the community of needed 
services the Board of Governors had 
agreed that if it is necessary a deficit will 
be funded by the Association’. 


Reporting for the Auxiliary, the 
president, Mrs. M. Dickinson noted that 
in the past year equipment purchased 
for the hospital by the Auxiliary 
included: Gestafax duplicator and a 
collator for the office, transvenous 
pacemaker for the special care unit and 
a whirlpool bath for the patient 
washroom.
